The 
structure  will  be  seventy -five  by  110 
feet  in  dimensions,  but  the  detail  plans 
have  not  been  perfected  yet.

If  yonjare  unknown 
uot  show  who  you  uro  and  what  you 
liave  got,  and  that  you  are  fairly  cer¬ 
tain  of  beiug  able  (to  meet  tho  rent  far 
the  term  of  tho  lciute,  do  not  try  to  root 
uu  Astor  house.  You  will  be  refused.  1 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  Astor  rest 
c»>11h,  if  one  could  secure  copies  of  them, 
would  bo  au  excellent  commercial  di¬ 
rectory,  far  more  reliable  within  the 
limited  sphere,  ]>erhaps,  than  anything 
s.ver  attempted  in  {his  city.

Those  os 
the  rolls  who  do  not  disappear  when 
their  leases  are  up  or  before  if  possible 
The  Astors  are  mrt  bard  landlords,  bat 
they  are  very  businesslike,  and  the  ili*- 
poesess  proceeding 'is  resbrted  to  when¬ 
ever  occasion  ^emqnds. 

Though  of  Dutch  stock  the  A  stow 
have  no  feeling  of  friendliness  for  the 
liquor  traffic.  Thq  saloon  keeper  is  uot 
wanted,  even  at  the  high  rates  ho  offetfc 
and  neither  is  any  other  sort  of  tenon*

Their  conservatiffi^i 
holds  them  in  check,  while  smaller  and 
weaker  men  take  the  risk,  and  oft** 
they  stand  in  thq  way  of  progress  fig 
presenting  immense  blocks  of  proper^ 
directly  in  the  line  of  great  improgfi- 
rnents.  If  changes  *re  effected  all  around 
them,  they  will  alter  also,  but  they  are 
always  the  last  to  do  so. 

In  the  matter  of  individual  repair* 
decorations  and  the  like  they  are  not 
liberal,  but  they  have  the  reputation  *f 
doing  what  they  ptomi*.  Usually  reM- 
iences  are  put  In  Order  before  the  new 
tenant  goes  in,  and  then  the  occupant 
has  got  to  be  very  careful.  It  is  not  ex¬ 
pected  by  the  estates  that  much  mongy 
will  be  spent  upon  the  house  except  at 
long  intervals. 

The  Astors  hold  few  tenements  and 
fiats  directly,  though  they  own  the 
ground  upon  which  hundreds  of  sueh 
structures  stand.
